Along about 1962 it was easy to 
pick up at least a rumor a week 
that predicted an early demise 
for Tyer Rubber Co,

and those who survived watched 
as product lines were dropped and 
equipment hauled away. To them 
it meant just one thing - the end 
for a company with more than a 
century of history behind it in the 
field of molded rubber products, 

The production line oracles were 
mistaken, however, The signs they 
saw were signs of life, not death, 
and the proof of that is easily 
documented, 

The old Tyer Rubber Co, is now 
a division of Converse Rubber 
Co, of Malden, one of the top three 
rubber footwear manufacturers in 
the U, S, It employs 770 workers, 
50 more than when Converse ace 
quired control of the locally-owned 
company in 1961, and it produces 
footwear, sportsmen’s clothes and 
industrial products that are inte» 
grated into the Converse line, 

Employment at Tyer did take 
a dive during the early years of 
Converse control, dropping to 350 
while changes were being made in 
product lines and production 
procedures, But it was all part 
of a long-range plan to fit Tyer 
Rubber into the Malden company’s 
scheme of things, 

The retrenchment was neces= 
sary. John P, O'Neil, vice presi= 
dent in charge of manufacturing 
for Converse explains that ‘*Tyer 
was in trouble and would have 
closed’ if steps had not been taken 
to strengthen its operation, 

What Converse did was to get rid 
of some small, high-cost custom 
items in the Tyer product line, 
wipe out a low-cost molded plastic 
footwear operation that was being 
buffeted in the market place by 
cheap imports from the Orient 
and beef up departments where 
Tyer could really demonstrate its 
talent for blending superior rubber 
compounds and molding them into 
quality products, 

In the process, Converse con» 
solidated marketing and ware= 
housing operations and then, grad= 
ually, began to broaden the Tyer 
base, fitting in the production of 
such things as the famous Hodg= 
man line of footwear and clothing 
for sportsmen = waders for fisher= 
men, insulated boots for hunters, 
spiked golfers and deck shoes along 
with rubber-surface parkas and 
pants to fend off the elements, 
Tyer already had a reputation for 
turning out fine waders of its own; 
now it designs and manufacturers 
an in-depth line of related items 
which gives Converse a marketing 
edge,

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Editorial Comment 


Newspaper Week 


Newspapers Get Things Done. 

They spread the news, expand upon it and editorialize 
about its meaning. They perform a function that becomes 
increasingly complicated and ever more important as men 
are further and further removed from direct involvement 
with most of the thousands of daily events that shape the 
patterns of their lives. 

Those that are courageous translate convictions into 
printed words that stimulate readers to think — to agree, 
to argue to dispute, to come to mental grips with some- 
thing outside the boundaries of their own constricted 
world. 

They educate and entertain. And they are a vital link 
between consumers and the market place. 


Fresh emphasis is being placed in this computer age 
upon the role of the newspaper, particularly community 
newspapers like the TOWNSMAN, as a medium for spread- 
ing the word of small victories and minor achievements. 
People are afloat in punch cards and zip codes struggling 
in an impersonal electronic sea to establish some identity 
as individual human beings. The newspaper plays an im- 
portant and theraputic part when it records events that 
give dimension to the lives of those who make local 
news and the many who bask in the reflected glory. 

Newspapers wage the only sustained war that is fought 
with those who would limit Freedom of the Press and 
they function on behalf of the citizen whose ‘‘right to 
know’’ is perpetually challenged. 

Some serve the public more effectively than others; 
some do it more responsibly. But with all its imperfec- 
tions, the free press of the United States can be regarded 
as one of this country’s chief assets. 

When they are at their best, newspapers propose and 
oppose, support and attack, report and explain until the 
public is provided with a basis for coming to decisions 
and taking action. 

This is why, in observance of National Newspaper 
Week, we call attention to the fact that newspapers can 
and do get things done. 


Too Late 


Last March officials from E. H. Porter Construction Co. 
and the architectural firm of Perry Dean Hepburn & Ste- 
wart promised at a ‘‘moment of truth’’ session that despite 
numerous delays, they would have the new senior high 
school ready for occupancy by September 1, just a month 
later than the contract due date. 

There was enormous skepticism and most of those dir- 
ectly involved admitted privately that they simply did not 
believe it could be done. The street-corner experts were 
less silent and there was an air of tension. 

It was at this point that the TOWNSMAN editorialized 
that whatever the truth of it proved to be, the contractor 
and the architect should be given ‘‘every opportunity to 
prove that their word is good.’’ They had laid their reputa- 
tions on the line. 

Since then the delivery date has been rescheduled for 
December |5 and a fresh commitment written into the re- 
cord. And once again those close to the project are con- 
cerned about the rate of progress and dubious about en- 
couraging school officials to believe that they can move 
into the building during the Christmas recess. 

This time, however, the TOWNSMAN will make no plea 
for tolerance. The contractor and architect do not deserve 
it. They made a firm commitment in March, even though 
they were given every opportunity, in fact encouraged, to 
be 100% realistic. They cannot now blame it on the breaks, 
the weather or anything else for these were possibilities 
that should have been figured into the projection last 
spring. 

Having failed to meet their first deadline, officials of 
the two firms must now consider it a solemn obligation to 
deliver by December |5, no matter what it takes in the way 
of men and energy to get the job done, 

The time is long past for refiguring.

To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN: 

I believe the Andover study of 
comparative school-construction 
costs is too narrow in scope, too 
limited in technique, 

1, The study should go beyond 
a comparison of current construc= 
tion costs because this tends to 
focus the attention on the results 
rather than the cause, It tends to 
put the blame on those “‘grasping”’ 
contractors, over which we have no 
control, rather than on ourselves, 
It ignores the fact that mounting 
school costs have not one cause 
but three, 

To say that all costs of con= 
struction have been rising during 
the last dozen years is certainly 
part of the truth, But it is also 
part of the truth to say that our 
educational specs have become 
more demanding, And the rest of 
the truth is that we establish the 
ground rules which guide the archi- 
tect in planning a school of low 
cost, a school of moderate cost or 
a school where the sky is the limit, 
In other words, local directions 
establish the level of Andover’s 
school costs at any given time. 

2. The cost=-per-square=foot 
technique is a very misleading 
criterion for getting at the whole 
truth, After all, Andover is not in 
the construction business, but An= 
dover is in the business of housing 
students, and therein lies the key 
to the right technique, 

What we should do is review 
our school-building costs during 
the last dozen years or more on 
a cost-per-pupil basis, using total 
costs and rated capacities at the 
time of construction, A_ sixth 
grader can figure this out, Then, 
by eliminating the factor of in= 
creases in the costs of construc= 
tion during that period, over which 
we have no control, we get a pic= 
ture of the effect of the two local 
influences on the cost per pupil, 
over which we do exercise a large 
measure of control, 

I suggest that these are the facts 
to which the tax-paying public is 
entitled, Without such facts, the 
present study will be a case of 
the blind leading the blind,
